Washington, February 6.—(Special.)—The 
great fight over the treaty of peace with 
Spain was brought to an end this after- 
noon, when the senate, by the vote of 57 to 
27, ratified that treaty. That was one vote 
more than the necessary two-thirds of those 
present and voting. 

Inside the chamber, and outside, the an- 
nouncement of the result was the signal for 
many evidences of enthusiasm, for it 
brought an end to a contest that had up 
to the last minute been replete with uncer- 


tainty. It was not until after the senate 


had gone into executive session that the |

sult would be; indeed, Senator Gorman and 
other opponents:of the treaty lid not know 
that they would lose their fight until the 
name of Mr. McEnery was reached on the 
roll call, and he and Senator McLaurin, the

DEAD BODY IN A BRIDGE.| HENRY ASSUMES FULL SWAY. 


WATCHMAN MAKES HORRIBLE 
DISCOVERY. 


Arrest of the Woman’s Husband—Evi- 
dence Showing That He Mur- 
dered Her. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 6.—(Special.) 
All the material facts In what promises to 
be an interesting murder mystery were de- 
veloped today because of the bungling 
and stupid efforts of the murderer to con- 
ceal his crime. The warm body of an al- 
most nude young woman was found in 
Hyde's ferry bridge, four miles down the 
river, after midnight by the bridge watch- 
man, who had come out to salt the bridge, 
which was covered with sleet. A young 
man, driving an open bugey, had feft the 
bridge as the watchman appeared. The 
man had been in the bridge over an hour 
tieing ropes around the body With the evi- 
fent intention of attaching weights and 
sinking it in the river, when he might have 
thrown it over and escaped detection had 
he made his arrangements elsewhere. 

The body was identified this morning as 
that of Minnie Clark, and the arrest of her 
husband, J Dd. Clark, a lum- 
ber buyer, followed soon after- 
wards. Clark and fhe woman. have 
got. along badly and testimony was given 
today that she had consulted a lawyer Sat- 
urday because he had threatened to kill 
her. 

Clark last night purchased two ounces of 
dhloroform, which he evidently used on 
his wife, as a post mortem examination re- 
vealed that the heel prints on her face and 
other bruises on her head were not of a 
nature to cause death. Clark’s where- 
abouts between midnight and 7 o’clock this 
morning are not known, but at the latter 
hour he again crossed the bridge and stop- 
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PORTO RICAN CABINET RESIGNS 
BECAUSE OF ORDERS ISSUED. 


Heads of Departments Object to Amer- 
icans Being Placed in Charge 
of Work. 


San Juan de Porto Rico, February 6.— 
Governor General Henry has ordered. the 
dissolution of the insular Cabinet, and 
Substitutes for it the following departments: 

States, justice, finance and interior. 

The order announces that, it having. be- 
come evident to General Henry, after a 
careful trial of two months, that the in- 
sular cabinet does not correspond with 
American methods of progress, he declares 
its dissolution. 

Members of the cabinet tendered their 
resignations to General Henry on Satur- 
day, buf the resignations were held in abey- 
ance. The heads of the new departments 
will confine their duties to their depart- 
ments, and the governor general will pre- 
side and give instructions directly to the 
heads of these departments. Heads of the 
new departments who object to the intro- 
duction of American methods and to in- 
vestigation of their departments will be 
relieved, and the vacancies wiil be filled by 
the appointment of the most competent 
persons, irrespective of party affiliations. 

General Henry’s action in removing the 
insular cabinet was impelied by the dispo- 
sition of the members to disregard him and 
by.their objection to the temporary sub- 
stitution of American officers in the de- 
partment of public instruction and de- 
partment of public works, both of which 
departments belong to the interior depart- 
ment, in. accordance with the general's 
best judgment as to the policy to be fol- 
lowed.

Americans poured a terrific fire into the 
darkness for twenty minutes and then there 
was another lull until daylight, when the 
Americans generally advanced. During the 
night, in response to Rear Admiral Dewey's 
signals, flashed across from Cavite, the 
T’nited States cruiser Charleston and the 
gunboat Concord, stationed at Malabon, 
poured a deadly fire from their second bat- 
tery into the Filipino trenches at Caloocan, 

After daylight the double-turret seagoing 
monitor Monadnock opened fire off Malate 
and kept shelling the Filipinos’ left flank, 
while the other vessels shelled the enemy’s 


right flank for several hours. 


By 10 o’clock the Americans had ap- 
parently completely routed the enemy 
and had taken the villages of Palaw- 
pong, Santa Mesa, Paco, Santa Ana, San 
Pedro, Macorte, Pandocan and Pasai; 
had destroyed hundreds of native huts, 
and had secured possesston of the water 
main and reservoir a distance of over 


six miles. 
The Tennesseeans joined the firing line at 
10 o’clock on Sunday morning and assisted 


in capturing Santa Mesa. 

One of the most notable events of Sun- 
day’s work was driving the Filipinos out 
of their stronghold at Paco by the reserve, 
a few companies of Californians command- 
ed by Colonel Duboce.

The scene at Manila when the alarm was 
elven Saturday night was wildly exciting. 
The American soldiers in the theaters 
and at the circus were called out, the per- 
formances were stopped, Filipinos scurried 
everywhere and the rattle of musketry and 
the booming of cannon outside the city 
was plainly heard. The residents on the 
outskirts of Manila flocked into the walled 
city with their arms full of articles. All 
the carriages disappeared as if my magic, 
the street cars were stopped. the telegraph 
lines were cut and the soldiers hurriedly 
but sllently marched out of the city to the 
stations assigned them. The stores were 
closed almost instantly, foreign flags were 
to be seen flying from many windows and 
a number of white rags were hung out 
from Filipino huts and houses. 

Crowds Witness Bombardment. 

On Sunday immense crowds of people 
visited the water front and gathered in the 
highest towers to watch the bombardment. 
There were no street cara or carriages to 
be seen and the streets were almost de- 
serted. 

The Minnesota troops, acting as police, 
searched every native and arrested many 
of them, with the result that whfle there 
were several attempts to assassinate Ameri- 
can officers on Saturday there were none 
on Sunday.

As to the’ change in conditions wrought 
by the ratification of the treaty today there 
js a variance of views, and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin and Second Assistant Secretary 
Adee, of the state department, were giving 
the matter attention today with the idea 
of being able to send full instructions for 
his future guidance to General Otis imme- 
diately. The extreme view on one side is 
that until the Spanish government ratifies 
the treaty it is not of legal effect. 

According to that view, therefore, the 
United States government is estopped from 
proceeding beyond their lines at Manila for 
the time being. The other extreme view is 
that the United States government is at 
liberty to do just as it sees fit in the group 
of islands, and therefore will proceed to 
complete the military occupancy of the 
islands, Perhaps there is justification for 
this last view in the fact that the Filipinos 
were SpanisA subjects nominally when 
they broke the terms of the protoco] and 
thereby released the United States from 
its observance. The medium view and that 
which is likely to be followed is that Gen- 
eral Otis is justified in doing anything that 
is necessary to protect his army and all 
Americans and foreign interests in Manila, 
even though this obliged him to assume 
the offensive and to go outside of the old 
lines in pursuit of the insurgents, who may 
be seeking to reorganize and recoup from 
their jate defeat with an intention of at- 
tacking again or even threatening the 
Americans, 

Secretary Long this evening said that no 
additional orders had been sent to Admiral 
Dewey, and he did not anticipate that any 
would be necessary just now. He had been 
acting on the theory that the president de- 
sired to follow the most Hbera) policy in 
dealing with the Filipinos and there was 
nO reason now to change that policy. 

The Solace started from Norfelk at 8 
o'clock this afternoon with a supply of 
ammunition and other’ needed “stéres. for 
| Dewey's fleet via the Suez canal, but it is 
not the intention to send further naval 
re-enforcements. 

It was learned upon inquify at the war 
department that all the American troops 
at Manila have an abundant supply of 
smokeless powder. The regulars have the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles, and about 5,000 of the 
same weapons are in the hands of the vol- 
unteers. 

It is no secret now that the authorities 
here were preparing to arrest Agoncillo 
just as he fled, but probably they are not 
sorry that he got off safely and thus reliev- 
ed them from the performance of a disa- 
greeable task. The conduct of the remain- 
ing members of the Philippine junta is still 
under close watch and while the treatment 
to be accorded them has. not been determ- 
ined, it is recognized that they are in a 
precarious position legally and can secure 


immunity only by the exercise of the great- 
est discretion. 


RIOS AND OTIS ARE FRIENDS. 


Madrid Cabinet Discusses Relations 
Between Generals at Manila. 
Madrid, February 6.—Today’s cabinet ses- 
sion was chiefly devoted to a long discus- 
sion of Philippine matters. General Correa, 
,minister for war, expressed his pleasure at 
the ‘“‘good relations existing between Gen- 

eral Rios and General Otis.” 

Dispatches from Manila describe a con- 
ference between General Otis and Aguinaldo 
some days back, ot which, when Aguinaldo 
learned of the “intention of the Americans 
to attack and capture Iloilo and other 
poris,”’ he declared that he would begin hos- 
tilities if the United States sent any re-en- 
forcements to the Philippines. The confer- 
ee “failed to arrive at any understand- 
ng.”* 

‘Alccording to the same dispatches it 
would seem that the insurgents lack ammu- 
nition, as they have been seeking to pur- 
chase it everywhere, and have been offering 
high prices. They recently gave it out that 
General Rios has delivered to them 5,000 
Mauser rifles and 8,000,000 geartidges in ex- 


change for prisoners, but this General Rios 
denies. 


ALABAMA NEGROES STARVING. 


Miners Who Went to Illinois Now in 
Missouri in Sad Plight. 

St, Louis, Mo., February 6.—The negroes 
whose importation from Alabama caused 
the battle at Virden, IlL, a few months 
ago, in which several miners were killed, 
are freezing and starving in a grader’s 
camp on the Mobile and Ohio railroad near 
Cahokia, 

Their condition {s so desperate that .at a 
meeting of the St. Clair county board of 
supervisors, Supervisor C, W. Droit, of 
Cahokia, asked that relief the extended 
by the county. Unaccustomed as _ they 
are to cold weather and very thinly clad, 
their condition is ‘said to be pitiablé.

DAY INFORMED OF RATIFICATION 


President of American Peace Commis- 
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sovereignty of Spain over the Philippine is- 
lands and the great problems growing out 
of the war can be settled much more sat- 
isfactorily after peace is agreed upon than 
we can by continuing war. I prefer now a 
declaration of policy against the perma- 
nent retention of the Philippine islands, but 
if I cannot get it, I will not go packward, 

“Where does the rejection of the peace 
treaty leave us? Just exactly where we 
were when negotiations began. Spain could 
say, ‘We agreed to your terms of peace, 
and you rejected them. Further negotia- 
tions must be had or the war must con- 
tinue.’ No man can tell what complications 
might arise. We would have to treat fur- 
ther with Spain or hostilities would neces- 
sarily be renewed, and no one could tell 
what serious results might follow. it is a 
great and difficult task to settle difficulties 
between two nations engaged in war, and 
when such settlement is brought about it 
should not be disturbed unless we can hope 
for good results from guch disturbance. 

“It has been said that if we reject this 
treaty an extra session of congress can 
be called and that then the ratification 
-will take place; but during this time the 
unsettled condition of affairs, in my judg- 
ment, will not benefit the business inier- 
ests of the country. I do not believe any 
possible good can grow out of the tem- 
porary rejection of the treaty. I think the 
sooner the war is ended and the terms of 
peace definitely fixed the better it will be 
for the country. I feel that then I give 
my vote and voice in favor of a declara- 
tion of policy looking to the independence 
and self-government of these people I have 
discharged my duty, and the responsibility 
for their future government will rest with 
the republi¢an party, now in charge of all 
three branches of this government. 

“The great democratic party, to which I 
belong, I do not believe, will cease its 
labors to establish a stable an@ independ- 
ent government in those islands that will 
give to the people their freedom and inde- 
pendence, and that will finally relieve this 
government from any responsibility there. 
Should the republican party, in charge of 
all three branches of the government, pur- 
sue a different policy and undertake to 
force upon these people, through our army 
and navy, a government against their will, 
and undertake to govern them as an 
American province, the great democratic 
party will go to the American people on 
such an issue and the patriotism, wisdom 
and intelligence of the people will drive 
from power the political party that at- 
tempts to fasten upon the American pco- 
ple this new departure. 

“But, Mr. President, I insist that those 
of the United States senators who have 
stoo@ here opposed to such a policy and 
have endeavored to obtain a declaration 
setting forth plainly and unmistakably the 
course to be pursued by our government, 
have discharged our duty and have cast 
the responsibility for the future action of 
our country upon the political party in 
charge of the government. I believe that 
the resolutions that have been introduced 
ought to be voted on. Objections to a vote 
on them ought to be withdrawn and let 
every senator have a right to go to the 
country on the record he makes on this 
all-important occasion. The American sen- 
ate is the tribunal to pass upon this treaty, 
and each American senator should be al- 
lowed to vote on the issues made as his 
conscience and best thought lead him to 
believe is right. ; 

“Another word before I conclude. While 
I favor the ultimate independence of both 
Cuba and the Philippine islands,’ I repu- 
diate the idea that this government must 
pay Spain 
islands and then give to them an’ inde- 
pendent government without this sum be- 
ing paid back to us. I repudiate the idea 
that we should give to the people of the 
island of Cuba independence and self-gov- 
ernment and pay the enormous expenses 
of the war out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers of this country. When we grant 
to the Filipinos their independence, ar- 
rangements should be made for them to 
pay to us every dollar we shall have 
paid to Spain for the purchase of those 
islands, both principal and interest. When 
we grant to the Cubans the same condition 
of affairs as we have promised them, why 
shoul@ not the Cuban people be required 
to gradually pay to our government the 
expenses of the war fought to free them 
from Spanish rule? Would it be just and 
Tight to seli $400,000,000 of bonds and to 
pass war reyenue measures to raise funds 
to pay our soldiers to fight the battles 
of those peopie? If we are just to the 
American people, while we are giving lib- 
erty and independence to thes people of 
these islands, we will see to it that justice 
is done our own citizens. I cannot con- 
scientiously vote to reject the treaty, be- 
‘cause I know and realize that these great 
problems must, soonéf or later, be settled 
by the action of an American congre I 
believe to reject the treaty would petto 
maké the complications more serious, Ne 
responsibility greater, and the sooner we 
reach that condition of affairs where peace 
is definitely agreed upon between the two 
nations, the problems growing out of the 
war can be-more gatisfactorily solved 
With these problems starin : 

& me in the 
face, I can see no good to come to my 
country by casting my vote against the 
ratification of the treaty. I wish that re- 
flection had led me to believe otherwise 
but to be faithful to my judgment, faithful 
to my conscience in the discharge of duty 
that I owe to my state and to my country, 


I am bound to vote in favor of its ratifi- 
cation.” 


Senator Clay -received many congratula- 
tions upon the stand he has taken through. 
out, and these came not only from those 
whe favored ratification, but also from 
those who opposed it, and after the ‘vote 
was taken, Senator Jones, of Arkansas, 
hunted him up and told him that while they 
had differed he had admired the way the 
Georgian had stuck to his convictions 
throughout, and had not hesitated to de- 
clare where he stood. 

The doubtful senators who went to the 
treaty, making sure its ratification, and 
giving it the extra vote to spare, were 
McEnery, of Louisiana; McLaurin, of Gouth 
Carolina, ‘and Jones, of (Nevada, Jones 
has all along been regarded as probable, 
but he did not announce his purpose defi- 
nitely until it was made clear to him that 


ratification was certain, even without his 
vote. ae 

3 Why McEnery . Changed. 
Senator McEnery was won over by the 
promise that his resolutions should be 
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after consultation with the president, and 
have his approval, In the executive ses- 
sion Senator McLaurin explained his rea- 
sons for changing. The eritical conditions 
of affairs at Manila were principally instru- 
mental in bringing him to his determina- 
tion to vote for patification. He said that 
he remains as the has always been—unal- 
terably opposed to the annexation of any 
outlying territory whose people are not in 
harmony with our institutions—and he had 
Onposed ratification because he had hoped 
to secure such amendment to the treaty as 
would embody his tdea’ dn the territorial 
question. He had thought it good policy to 
force to an extra session, and had determin- 
ed to vote against the treaty for these rea- 
sons. But the state-of war existing in the 
Philippines had made him change his mind. 

The president claimed that without the 
ratification of the peace treaty, other se- 
rious complications might follow and that 
ratification would enable our government 
to promptly settle matters with Aguinaldo 
and bring and end to the troubles out 
there. He feared that further delay with 
the appearance of our country divided 
would give encouragement to those now 
attacking our flag, 

Senator McLaurin took the position that 
to vote against the treaty under such cir- 
cumstances would be a violation of his 
convictions as a senator and citizen. 

Senator Bacon Active. 

Senator Bacon took an active part in 
the day’s proceedings, figuring prominently 
in the running debates. He made several 
efforts to have the McEnery resolution 
amended so as to be more explicit in the 
promises of independent government held 
out to the Filipinos. He made a force- 
ful reply to some of the references made 
by Senator Spooner, who thad charged that 
the trouble at Manila was largely due, in 
his opinion, to the delay and debates that 
had marked the senate’s consideration of 
the treaty, showing that the Wisconsin 
serrator was himself one of those open to 
his criticism, if anybody was. Senator 
Bacon has been one of the leaders of the 
fight against ratification, or rather, to 
put it more properly, for the adoption of a 
streng declaration of policy as a prerequl- 
site of ratification. 

Of course nobody hag for a minute doubt- 
ed the patriotism or sincerity of the men 
who have opposed ratification, nor can 
there be any doubt of the sincerity of those 
opponents of expansion who voted to rati- 
fy. Those gentlemen have contended that 
the territorial question is not, in any 
sense, involved in the vote on the treaty 
and they will when the time comes be 
found to a man fighting against the perma- 
nent retention of the mudch-discussed 
islands. The question of the disposition of 
these islands is to be settled later. ~ : 

Tomorrow the senate will Addépt' the réso- 
lutions introduced today by Senator Mc- 
Enery.: The yote in favor of these resolu- 
tions will be large,-for most of the sena- 
tors who sought today ‘to amend them will, 
when all efforts to amend fail, vote for 
these McEXnery resolutions. There is a 
strong feeling there that in view of the 
fact that the Filipinos are now openly in 
arms against our army, these resolutions 
go as far as any should at this time. What 
will come later it is too early to say. The 
main thing as it appears here is that the 
| contention over the ratification of the treaty 
has fbeen settled on the side of good 
sense. 

Ratification means notice to other na- 
tions of the world that they must keep 
hands off the Philippines and will dowbtiess 
lead to an early adjustment of all the 
troubles with the Filipinos. 
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WAS A DAY OF EXCITEMENT. 


Detailed Proceedings of Senate on the 
Treaty. 

Washington, February 6.—This was a day 
of excitement and severe strain in the 
senate. The fact that the treaty was to be 
voted of and that the result was hang- 


ing in th® balance served to keep senators 
on both Sides of the chamber at a high 
tension, 

Mr. Clay, democrat, of Georgia, occupied 
a few minutes in the morning ‘hour in ex- 
plaining why he proposed to support the 
treaty. 

Mr. Gorman, democrat, of Maryland, fol- 
lowed with a notable speech, in the course 
of which he took Mr. Wolcott, republican, 
of Colorado, severely to task for some 
statements in the latter’s speech a few 
days ago, in which Mr. Gorman thougnt 
reference was made to him. He explained 


| that he had not now and had never had 


presidential aspirations, the newspaper re- 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding. His 
attack upon the treaty was one of the 
most severe made during the debate, 

After the ratification of -the treaty, the

“But I want to disabuse the senator's 
mind of the false impression he seems to 
have and those ‘who ‘have followed him. On 
the 8d of March, if I shall be spared so 
long, I will have served on this floor eight- 
een years. During that whole term I do 
not believe that I have ever uttered a 
word that wounded the feelings of a broth- 
er senator. I do not believe I could have 
been capable at any time of attempting to 
affect public questions by criticism of the 
ene conduct of or views of any sena- 

“One thing more. Now is the best and 
the only opportunity probably I shall ever 
have for stating it so that no man may 
misunderstand me. I have never had but 
one aspiration and that measure has been 
filled by the people with whom I have been 
born end reared by giving me three terms 
in this body. That has been and that is the 
heighth of my ambition d I leave the 
field by their decree to another who dif- 
fers from me in political sentiment. Had I 
desired alone political promotion, thad I de- 
sired to advance myself against the inter- 
ests of my country, I might have done so 
by ‘bending the pregnant hinges of the 
knee that thrift might follow fawning,’ 
but I did not do so. And now away beyond 
any personal desire stands the great ques- 
tion which we are facing—the disposition 
of the treaty.” 

Executive Session. 

The vote was taken in executive session 
and until the injunction of secrecy was re 
moved the result was supposed to be pri- 
vate: but the vice president had no’ more 
than announced the figures before the :en- 
ators rushed out of every door leading from 
the senate chamber, declaring that the 
treaty had been ratified. Some ‘nade the 
mistake of stating that there were .three 
votes to. spare, There was in fact -only.on: 
vote more than was necessary, the ballot 
resulting 57 ayes to 27 nays. 

No vote has been taken in the senate 
since that on the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law that has been 
followed with as close interest as was the 
vote of today. This anxiety was aue not 
Only to the magnitude of the question at is- 
sue, but to the uncertainty which attended 
the matter up to the last moment. Only 
a select few knew how Senators McEnery, 
of Louigilana, and Jones, of Nevada, would 
vote half an hour before their votes were 
cast, and not even these knew when the 
bells rang for the executive session at a 
quarter past 2 o’clock. 

‘Many of the vast throng which was turn- 
ed from the galleries after the doors were 
closed lingered in the corridors, all waiting 
eagerly for the first news from the inside. 

McEnery Comes Over. 

Within the chamber the interest was even 
more intense. Very few senators left the 
chamber except those engaged in the cloak 
rooms in trying on the one side to gain 
votes for the treaty and on the other to pre- 
vent a break in the ranks. Senators Ald- 
rich, Lodge and Elkins, who have given 
their especial attention to securing the nec- 
essary votes to insure ratification, were 
doubtful of the result when the secret ses- 
sion began, while Senators Gorman end 
Jones, the leaderg of the opposition, con- 
sidered their forces intact. Half an hour 
afterwards it was whispered about that 
Senator McEnery had been won over on 
condition that his declaratory resolution 
should be adopted subsequent to the pas- 
sage of the ratification resolution. When 
this news was confirmed it was known that 
ratification wds assured, for Senator Mc- 
Laurin had already announced his intention 
to vote for the treaty in view of the con- 
dition of affairs at Manila. Genator Jones 
‘went over at the last moment, making one 
vote more than was necessary. There was 
no applause when the result was announc- 
ed, but many senators ‘theawed a sigh of re- 
lief and rushed from the chamber to give 
the news to the waiting world. 

In advance of the voting speeches were 
made by Senators Ross, Money and Fatr- , 
banks. Senator Stewart, who had just ar- 
rived from his successful campaign in Ne- 
vada for re-election, announced informally 
during this period of the session that in his 
enttre trip across the continent he had not 
encountered oné — ice co ° to 
he ratification of the treaty. 
, pages read a brief written speech 
announcing his intention to support the 


| treaty as in the interest of peace, He en- 


tered somewhat into the legal questions in- 
volved, saying that he saw no obstacle 
in the way of ratification from that 
source, 

Senator Money reiterated his opposition 
to the treaty and made a last plea for a 
modification of the agreement.He asserted 
that i¢ the friends of the treaty had agreed 
to a@ modifying resolution the vote could 
have beén secured much sooner, and as it 
would have carried assurance of pacific in- 
tentions on the part of this government, 
it would have prevented the hostile conflict 
at Manila. . 

Teller Hits His Opponents. 

Senator Teller here interrupted the Mis- 
sissippt senator and there was a auite live- 
ly exchange of words. Mr. Teller an- 
nounced ‘his belief that the oppositi to 
the treaty waa respongible for the nila 
battle and Mr. Money declared this view 
to be absurd. ; 

Mr. Fairbanks spoke at some leneth, his 
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speech being the first he had made since 
the debate began. He made an appeal for 
unanimity’of action in order that the coun-~- 
try might present a harmonious front to 
the outside world in dealing with eo im- 
portant a question. Referring to the legis- 
lation in the early stages of the war and 
instancing the placing of $60,000,000 as an 
emergency fund at the disposal of the pres. 
ident, he said it would be a matter for 
deep regret if the same unanimity, har- 
mony and absence of partisanship should 
not be made manifest at the close of the 
war and in the preparation of the treaty of 
peace. 4 

“Tet us,” he said, “ratify the treaty and 
then settle our difficulties concerning the 
question of expansion afterwards. Those | 
questions can walt, but the emergency ie 
too great for any postpofement whatever 
on the ratification question.” 

Promptly at 3 o’clock the vice president 
interrupted Senator Money, who was then 
speaking, to announce that the hour had 
arrived for a vote. But one amendment 
was offered—that prepared by Senator Vest 
placing the Philippines on the same footing 
as Cuba in the treaty. 

Voting on this amendment proceeded 
quietly and as all the senators were pres- 
ent it was disposed of, The votes of sena- 
toes were closely scanned for pointers on 
the approaching vote on the treaty itself, 

The vote was immediately announced and 
pages were sent scurrying through the 
corridors to announce to the few senators 
who were not in their seats that the cul- 
minating event had arrived. 

The call proceeded quietly until the name 
‘of Senator McLaurin was announced. He/ 
created the first stir of the occasion by a 
speech in explanation of his vote on the 
treaty. This was the initial break in the 
ranks of the opposition. Mr. McLaurin 
made a brief statement in explanation of 
his change of position. 

‘“T am, as I have been from the first,"’ 
he said, “irrevocably opposed to the idea 
of expansion of our territory and should 
have voted against ratification but for the 
news that has come to us over the cebie 
in the vast two days.’ 

He then went on to say that the attack 
upon our troops had brought about a new 
condition of affairs, and that he should 
vote for the treaty. 

The announcement brought gome of the 
opposition senators to his side with remon- 
Strances, but he replied to them that he 
could not any longer see his way clear to 
cast his vote against the treaty. 


Senator Jones Speaks. 


Mr. Jones, of Nevada, did not vote on the 
first roll call, but eame in from the cloak- 
room before the vote was announced, and 
by unanimous consent made a brief and 
feeling speech. He said that he was 
aghinst expansion, and if the thought the 
ratification of the treaty meant expansion 
he would note vote for it, as he considered 
& policy of expansion would prove the ruin 
of the country. The events in Manila dur- 
ing the past two or three days, in his 
judgment, were likely to do more to dis- 
courage expansion than anything that had 
happened, but had at the same time pro- 
duced a crisis which made the ratification 
of the treaty necessary. He considered it 
& patriotic duty to vote for the treaty, and 
eae cast his vote in the affirma- 

ve. 

On motion of Senator Davis it was then 
ordered that the aye and nay vote be made 
public, and soo»afterwards the doors were 
opened and the senate proceeded with 
legislative business, attempting to pass the 
McEnery declaratory resolution as per the 
promise to that senator. 

News of the ratification of the treaty 
reached the white house almost immediate- 
ly after the announcement of the vote. 
Naturally the president was gratified at 
the vote, and so expressed himpelf. 

Secretary Gage came in soon afterwards 
and was followed almost immediately by 
Secretary Alger and Secretary Hay. Within 
a few minutes after its ratification General 
Cox, the secretary of the senate, appeared 
with the treaty itself, which he promptly 
delivered into the’ president’s hands and 
then retired,

It is impossible for the people from the 
country to come in after supplies and trade 
is falling off considerably.

INSOLENT NEGRO IS KILLED. 


BLEW SMOKE FROM CIGARETTE 
| INTO COPELAND'S FACE. 


Copeland Seized a Stick—Negro Got an 
Ax and While Advancing Was © 
Shot Dead. 


Newnan, Ga., February 6.—(Special.) —Mr. 
W. S. Copeland, who lives about seven 
miles west of here, came into Newnan this 
morning and placed himself 'n the hands of 
Sheriff Brown. He reported that early 
this morning he killed Dennis Boon, a ne- 
gro that was in his employ. 

The coroner empanelled a jury and went 
out to the scene of the killing for the pur- 
pose of investigating the affair. The evi- 
dence before the jury went to show that 
Mr. Copeland and the negro had some slight 
disagreement on last Saturday, with the re- 
sult that Boon determined to quit his em- 
ploy. The negro.afterwards decided to 
work a day or so longer and early this 
morning, with a cigarette in his mouth, he 
entered Mr. Copeland’s bedroom for the 
purpose of making a’‘fire, as was his cus- 
tom. Upon being remonstrated with for 
entering the room smoking, the negro blew 
a cloud of cigarette smoke in Mr. Cope 
land’s face; which. angered him and he 
seized a stick. The negro went outside the 
house and having procured an ax returned 
and was advancing upon Copeland, who 
fired upon his assailant with a pistol, one 
ball taking effect in Boon’s life side, from 
which he. died a short time after. After 
hearing the evidence the coroner’s jury im- 
mediately returned a verdict that the kill- 
ing was justifiaLle homicide. 

Mr. Copeland is a highly respected and 
well-to-do farmer of the county. Dennis 
Boon was comparatively a stranger in the 
community and nothing is known of his 
previous record.

Albany, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Lula S. Strother, relict of the late 
Dr. William A. Strother, died at her resi- 
dence on Commerce street this afternoon 
from meningitis, after an illness of. less 
than sixteen hours. She had been very 
slightly indisposed for several days, but 
meningitis did not develop until this morn- 
ing about 1- o'clock. 

Mrs. Strother waa a sister of Mrs. C. T. 
Osborn, of Columbus; Mrs. Cora B. War- 
ren, of Macon; Colonel D. C. Bacon, of 
Sparks; Mr. A. S. Bacon, of Savannah; Dr. 
W. W. Bacon, of this city, and a first 
cousin of Senator A. O. Bacon.

Brunswick’s Citizens Protest Against 


the Fight Made on Him. 

Brunswick, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—

Brunswick's 
business men have never been s0 aroused 
over anything as they are over this attempt 
to injure the port and they are backing 
Colonel Goodyear with every conceivable 
kind of indorsement. The New York con- 
nections of various local concerns have 
been wired to file a protest with their rep- 
resentatives in the senate against the fight 
on Brunswick and, if necessary, a delega- 
tion of citizens will go from the various 
commercia! bodies of Brunswick to Wash- 
ington to enter a formal protest against the 
attack made upon the Goodyear bar work. 
There cannot be any douLt in regard to the 
good the government has derived from this 


work, as the surveys of the government’s 
own officials have shown such results that 
the secretary of the treasury has already 
paid Colonel Goodyear $130,000 for the depth 
of water he hag obtained in this channel 
over the bar.

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| The Treaty Ratified. 
The people of the United States will 


a i caistes over the action of the United 


States senate on yesterday in ratifying 
the treaty of peace. 

The only regret The Constitution has 

in connection with the whole incident 
ig that when the treaty was first present- 
ed some democrat did not move for its 
immediate ratification. 
' Such an action as this, following up 
the unanimity with which congress de- 
clared the war and voted the supplies 
therefor, would have been an object 
lesson at which the world would have 
applauded. It would have closed up the 
history of the war with an eclat equal 
to that with which it began, and would 
have served notice upon the world that, 
differ as Americans might upon internal 
questions, they were as one when con- 
fronted with a foreign enemy. 

Thé introduction into the debate 
which preceded ratification of questions 
foreign to it, though growing out of 
it, was most inopportune, because it 
came at a time while we were still at 
war with a foreign power and the zeal 
and eloquence with which the opponents 
of ratification expressed themselves was 
misunderstood by those abroad, and 
especially by those who live upon the 
islands which were the subjects of dis- 
pute. 

But now that the treaty is ratified, and 
that we can consider the whole subject 
growing out of it upon our own account 
and without the participation of foreign- 
ers, we owe it to ourselves to estab- 
lish American authority upon the island, 
and having done this, to pave the way 
for free government, which will be some- 
thing more than a mere name. 

The United States government at no 
time could afford to turn over the Phil- 
ippine islands to such a wanton rene- 
gade as Aguinaldo has_ proved 
himself to be toward. all who 
ever placed any confidence in him. 
There must be people in the Philip- 
pines of honest character with whom 
the United States can treat, and with 
whom it will treat when the present 
obstacles are removed from their places 
of obstruction. ‘The American nation, 
having passed successfully through the 
warlike period of this new development, 
cannot fail to pass with equal success 
through the questions which peace. will 
have to present. These questions must 
be met in the traditional spirit of Amer- 
ican policy, having regard for civiliza- 
tion, personal liberty and national 
honor. 

We seek the enslavement of no peo- 
ple, neither can we permit a people who 
have been deprived of their original 
government by our act, to fall into the 
hands of freebooters and highwaymen. 

Alf of these questions may be safely 
deft to the future, with the knowledge 

t American statesmanship has never 
yet failed in the handling of any in- 
tricate question. 


A Definite Policy Necessary. 

All thoughtful men must feel that the 
renewal of war in the Philippines would 
have been avoided if this government 
had, in tle beginning, announced a defin- 
ite policy with respect to the occupation 
of those islands—a policy based on the 
necessities of the case, as well as on the 
plan and purpose of our institutions. 

Several weeks ago, The Constitution 
called attention to the necessity of some 
definite declaration with respect to our 

_ purposes in the Philippines, where the 
natives, having suffered for years from 
the oppressions of their Spanish rulers, 
are naturally suspicious of all other for- 
eign powers.

Universal Peace a Myth. 
‘Emperor William of Germany . has 
thrown cold beer upon the peace prop- 
ositions of his cousin, the czar of Rus- 
sia. 

Speaking at a banquet the other night, 
the German war lord placed himself 
beside the deity in the following para- 
graph: 

The Hohenzollerns always have consider- 
ed themselves responsible to God person- 
ally for their acts, and a‘sense of respon- 
sibility to the people also has been inherited, 
When I stood on the Mount of Olives, I re- 
néwed*the oath taken to the colors not to 
leave a stone unturned to assure the wel- 
fare of the people. 

Having thus thrown off all appear- 
ance of inviting suggestion from other 
countries, and placed Germany upon a 
plane where her motives should neyer 
be questioned, the kaiser went on te 
say: 

I will be a good gardener to the tree of 
the German Empire, lopping off the super- 
fluous branches and ferreting out and de- 
stroying animals seeking to gnaw its roots, 
I hope I shall soon see the tree grandly de- 
veloping. ‘Before it stands the German 
Michael, with this hand on the hilt of his 
sword, looking afar in order to guard it. 
Secure is the peace which shelters behind 
the shield of the German Michael, and 
which is defended by his sword. 

It is truly a magnificent beginning for all 
nations to desire to bring about peace, but 
a mistake has Leen made in the calcula- 
tions. So long as unredeemed sin prevails 
among mankind, so long will there be war, 
hatred, envy and discord, and so long will 
man endeavor to overreach his fellows. But 
what is law among men is law among na- 
tions. Therefore, we shall strive to stand 
together like a solid rock. May every wave 
threatening peace break on this rock of 
bronze of the German, people, whether it 
be far away or nigh unto us at home. 
Peace must be preserved at home and 
abroad. 

From all of this it may be seen that 
peaceably disposed men had better keep 
their views to thiemselves, since the 
war lord of Germany must have war 
just whenever it suits his purpose. 

It looks a little strange to see the 
emperor of the most advanced country 
on the continent of Europe led into the 
arena of the wildest absolutism, while 
the half-savage inhabitants of the 
steppes of Russia are being lifted up to 
a higher civilization by their young 
ezar. The peace, however, about which 
the ezar has dreamed must be relegated 
to the distant future. As long as the 
German empire, situated as it is in the 
center of Europe, keeps up an over- 
whelming war armament, so long must 
the other countries to the east and the 
west do likewise. 

The czar’s proposals have been 
avouched for as coming from a man 
who really believed in their efficacy, but 
Nicholas will have to take a lesson with 
his Cousin Wilhelm before he can gain 
any consideration. 
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Greek Versus Gravy. -

sar college, in an address before the 
alumni of that institution recently in 
New York city, made a picturesque and 
telling argument against the introduc- 
tion of domestic training in the curricu- 
lum of the woman’s colleges of the 
country.

The Little Rock Gazette introduces 
the subject by this paragraph: 

A discussion as to whether tHere shall be 
a radical.change in the method of farming 
in the south has been provoked by The 
Atlanta Constitution,and it is bringing forth 
good fruit. The advice of the newspaper 
editor, no matter how much practical ex- 
perience he has had in farming, is very 
often ignored by the planter. Of late The 
Atlanta Constitution has been printing a 
series of articles written by intelligent 
farmers of that- state urging a change in 
the method of conducting farms in that 
state. The Constitution advises the farmers 
of the south to raise enough cotton for the 
world to continue to look to this section for 
the bulk of the staple it consumes. 

Going on to take up The Constitution's 
position, The Gazette agrees that if ‘‘cot- 
ton were 20 cents a pound today, the 
farmer who has to buy all his supplies 
would be poorer after his cotton was 
sold than he was before.” He would 
but rush deeper into debt, ignoring the 
fact that he was paying a like advance 
for ewerything he bought, and that it 
is the man who has the money last that 
laughs best—that man in this instance 
being the western farmer, whose hog 
finds its way to the southern table. 

Have the farmers ever thought of the 
drain which the credit connected with 
the all-cotton system makes upon them, 
not to talk of the high prices? The cot- 
ton crop is now raised on credit, having 
charged against it one year’s interest of 
an average of 10 per cent. Taking the 
cotton of 1898 which was exported at 
its value of $232,000,000, it makes up over 
$23,000,000 of interest which the farm- 
ers of the south paid in one year for the 
privilege of going into debt in order 
to raise the staple. Then add the 10 per 
cent rise in price which they had to 
pay for supplies furnished, and there is 
presented a drain of almost $50,000,000. 

Farmers of the south, arise and shake 
off this terrible incubus which is crush- 
ing you out of existence. Live at home. 
raise all your home supplies, and then 
cotton will be your surplus crop, with 
the money. gained from which you can 
Snap your fingers at the middleman! 
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The Anti-Semitic Crusade. 

The anti-Semitic crusade in France 
seems destined to plunge that country 
Into deeper woes than she has yet

It is hard to understand, on any rea- 


sonable basis, why this anti-Semitic agi- 


tation should exist. It has been sug- 
gested that the people of France have 
become tired of seeing so many public 
offices occupied by Hebrews, claiming 
that their participation in public affairs 
ig not in the same modest ratio as is 
their numbers. They seem to forget 
that it is not numbers which constitute 
leadership. If, out of a possible one 
thousand Hebrews, there are found more 
men capable of holding public position, 
with the necessary education and re- 
quirements, that is to the credit of the 
Hebrews and to the discredit of the Gen- 
tiles. The only way in which to meet 
this question is to take similar means 
for becoming qualified. The particular 
case of Captain Dreyfus was seized upon 
but as an excuse. There could exist no 
reason in the world why he should have 
betrayed military secrets. He had al- 
ready attained the rank of captain in 
the French service, with promise of rap- 
id promotion. The glory of a high po- 
sition in the French army has always 
been esteemed by ambitious men ahead 
of that of almost any other army in the 
world. Therefore, there lay before 
Captain Dreyfus in the French service 
every allurement which could challenge 
the patriotism and enthusiastic ambition 
ofany man. The very fact that he was 
a Hebrew, and was consequently under 
closer observation, wag one which would 
nerve him to great effort.

COLONEL BLEDSOE 
DIES IN MISSOURI 


Famous Officer in Confederate States 
Army Answefs Last Roll Call. 


HE WAS WHOLLY FEARLESS 


During the War He Fought Valiantly 
for the Stars and Bars. 


HE WAS IN THE ATLANTA CAMPAIGN 


In the Border Warfare He Took a Lead- 
ing Part and Was Among the 
First To Enlist. 


Kansas City, Mo., February 6.—(pecial.) 
Colonel H. I. Bledsoe, of the famous Mis- 
souri battery, Confederate States army, died 
today. He was one of the last of the prom- 
inent and leading confederates in this sec- 


tion, 

During the war Colonel Bledsoe was one 
of the most daring and dashing officers 
the banner of the “‘lost 
cause,’ 


Colonel H. Bledsoe died at his home in 
Pleasant Hill. He was one of the historic 


characters of the estate, He served in the 
Mexican war and wag present at the cap- 
ture of the City, of Mexico. He served in 
the Missouri senate one term and was ap- 
pointed by Governor Stone to locate the 
position of the Missouri troops at the bat- 
tle of Missionary Ridge, where manuments 
were erected by the state in 1896. 


There were many unique incidents in the 
picturesque career of this gallant old sol- 
dier, Leaving Kentucky in 1845. when he 
was only seventeen years old, he crossed 
the plains with Donavon’s brigade and took 
part in the (Mexican war. Subsequently he 
located in Missouril, where he expected to 
enjoy in quietude the emoluments of pro- 
fessional pursuits, but immediately upon 
settling down in Missouri he cadught wind 
of the difficulties which were brewing in 
Kansas Letween slaveholders and non- 
slaveholders. Giving up his plans he at 
once started to Kansas and in the bloody 


campaign of 1857 in that state, he figured 


with marked prominence. 

When the war broke out in 1861 he lost 
no time in arraying himself upon the side 
of the south in that struggle. Entering the 
confederate army at the head of one of the 
best companies of artillery which could 
possibly be mustered in Missouri, he dis- 
tinguished himself from the start. Stand- 
ing six feet three inches high in his boots, 
he presented the appearance of the ideal 
soldier. Fear was unknown to him and he 
faced the charges of the enemy as coolly 
as he ever faced anything. General Beaure- 
gard was struck with the, superb discipline 
which he exercised in command of his men 
and on one -occasion he asked him how it 
was that he succeeded so admirably in this 
respect. Colonel Bledsoe replied that the 
only explanation which he could give of the 
influence which he possessed over his men 
was that he treated them at all times like 
gentlemen. 

In the many engagements in which he fig- 
ured between 1862 and 1863 his men were 
greatly reduced in number, but he refused 
to allow conscripts to serve under him, 
declaring that he wanted to command none 
but volunteers. 

Colonel Bledsoe was never embarrassed 
during the war except on one Occasion, and 
that was when General Grant swung 
around Port Gibson in 1863 and drew up his 
troops in the neighborhood of Vicksburg. 
In the engagement in which he figured at 
that time he was ignorant of the number 
of troops which) he was fighting, but he 
subsequently ascertained that he was 
fighting the whole advance federal guard. 
In the midst of the engagement two of his 
guns exploded and several members of his 
battery were killed, but he succeeded in 
holding the enemy back until dark set in. 


‘Throughout the entire war Colonel Bledsoe 


figured with distinguished 
Though wounded several times, he was 
never seriously disabled. This incident is 
related of him in connection with the fall of 
Atlanta in 1864. 

While eficamped at Lovejoy’s station, di- 
rectly after the decisive engagement of the 
battle of the 22d of July, 1864, the federals 
moved up close to his quarters and began 
to indulge in loud shouts of merriment. 
Colonel Biedsoe, who was sjeeping in the 
Same tent with Captain Howell, arose up 
and said: 

“T can’t stand this any longer; I am go- 
ing to let loose on them.” Suiting the ac- 
tions to the word, he gave orders to his 
men to fire, and in a short time he stopped 
the revelry which was going on in. the 
ranks of the federals. Except for the fact 
that darkness obscured the landscape he 
might have suffered disastrous conse- 
quences, but he knew what he was doing.

The Prominent Virginia Attorney Died

The following dispatch tells of the demise 
of Mr. Wise: 

“Richmond, Va. February 6—(Special.)— 
Barton Haxall Wise, a grandson of Gov- 
ernor Henry A. Wise and himself a promi- 
nent member of the Richmond bar, died 
here today at the age of thirty-three years. 
He had suffered for some weeks with in- 
flammation of the stomach, but his condi- 
tion was not regarded as serious until Sat- 
urday. 

“Mr. Wise was a son of the late Rev. 
Henry Wise, an eminent Episcopal divine, 
who filled numerous pastorates in Virginia 
and who was for years rector of the 
Church of the Messiah in Baltimore. He 
died in 1868, leaving his only son, but three 
years old. Mr. Wise’s mother was Miss 
Harriett Haxall, of the family of that name 
noted for its beautiful women. 

“The deceased enjoyed exceptional edu- 
cational advantages and traveled extensive- 
ly in this country and’ abroad. He was de- 
voted to history and literature and had 
just compieted the ‘Life of Henry A. Wise,’ 
which is being published by the Macmillan 
Company. 

‘Mr. Wise married Miss Caroline Cohen, 
of Augusta, who, with her bright little girl, 
Nell, survive him.”

PORTER IS BACK FROM CUBA. 


CONDITIONS ON ISLAND SAID TO 
BE IMPROVING. 


Commissioner Declares That Evidences 
of Thrift,and Enterprise 
Are Seen. 


Washington, February 6.—Hon. Robert P. 
Porter arrived in Washington last night, 
having come direct from Havana after his 
successful mission to General Gomez, whom 
he met at Remedios. He submitted his re- 
port to Secretary Gage this morning. Aside 
from the successful outcome of his mis- 
Sion the most interesting part of Mr. Por- 
ter’s report relates to his observations as 
to the conditions in the island as they ex- 
ist today. 

‘Prom Havana to San Domingo, nearly 
200 miles,’’ says Mr. Porter, “your commis- 
sioner went over the same route as he did 
last September. The difference, however, 
in the condition of the country now and 
then is very marked. In September the 
whole district was one scene of desolation. 
There were literally no signs of life, human 
or animal, except at thé railway stations, 
which swarmed with starving humanity. 
Never was there such abject misery seen 
as then. Today conditions are improved. 
There are beggars, but of the chronic sort. 
A decide@® change for the better is noticea- 
ble in the country itself. The ople are 
beginning to work again. The quick- 
growing «crops have been planted and 
some are ready for harvest. For ten hours

but-one yoke of oxen was seen. Today, in | 


some fields, large herds of several hundred 
Cattle each greeted us. This ig the surest 
sign that Cuba is pacified.’’

Porter briefly summarized ag follows:

Evangelical Ministers Object to The- 
atrical Pictures. 


A LIVELY SESSION YESTERDAY 


It Was Proposed To Change the Name 
of the Association, but the Min- 
isters Refused. . 


The Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
met yesterday morning in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. The meeting was 
well attended. The session was lengthy and 
the discussions on several subjects were 
spirited and interesting.

its character. 

Dr. A. R. HolMerby called the attention 
of the association to what he termed inde- 
cent pictures and show bills of operatic 
and theatrical performances. Dr. Holderby 
said they were being freely posted 
throughout the city and state, and he urg€- 
ed that steps be taken to eheck this cus- 
tom.

Transfer Ordinance Passed. 

An ordinance on street car transfer tick- 

ets was sent to the council by Mayor Wood-

to the committee on electric and other rail- 
ways. The committee agreed on a, favora- 
ble report before the session of council ad- 
journed, and the ordinance was passed yes- 
terday afternoon. 

It will be printed on every transfer grant- 
ed by the Consolidated company, and is 
as follows:

“No transfer ticket or written instrument 
giving or purporting to give the right_of 
transfer to any person or persons front a 
street railroad car or route to a street rail- 
road cur operated upon the same or an- 
cther line or route of said strect railroad 
in‘ said city, shall be issued, sold or given 
away except to a passenger lawfully enti- 
tled thereto, and by or from a duly author- 
ized agent of the said street railroad com- 
pany. : 

“Sec. 2. Any person, cther than a duly 
authorired agent of the aforesaid, street 
railrcad company, who shal) in sald city 
issue, sell, exchange or give away such a 
transfer ticket with intent to have the 
Same used for passage, and any person or 
persons not lawfully entitled thereto who 
shal] offer for passage such a transfer 
ticket, shall be guilty of an offense for 
each and every act, and on conviction 
thereof shalf be punished by imprisonment 
not to exceed thirty days or fined not ex- 
ceeding $100, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the recorder’s court, for each and 
every such offense.” 

No Candy on Sunday. 

An ordinance was introduced some time 
ago allowing all places which legally open 
their doors on the Sabbath to sell candy 
along with other goods on the seventh day. 
It was referred to the police committee, 
which rendered a favorable report on the 
ordinance yesterday. 

Council, however, did not agree with the 
police committee, killing the ordinance by 
a vote of ll to 8. There was considerable 
discussion on the subject and some inter- 
esting points were brought gut on both 
sides. 

The movement was first started by Mr. 
Wylie, the locai confectiener, who appear- 
ed before council once before to ask that 
such a law be passed. Yesterday Mr, Ham- 
ilton Douglas, the well-known attorney, 
representd Mr. Wylie. The rule was gus- 
pended and the was allowed to make a 
Speech before the council, 

“Candy,” said he, “is a commodity that 
is bought mainiy by the women. Now if 
the city is going to legalize the sale of any- 
thing on the Sabbath, a consistent line 
Should be drawn. If you men have the 
right to buy tobacco and@ cigars on the 
Sabbath, women should certainl have the 
right to buy their candy. Moreover, the 
drug stores are allowed to sel] candy on 
Sundays by the box, and the manufac- 
turers here are not allowed to sell it at 
all. That is a great injustice, and is simply 
a discrimination agains tthe home in favor 
of the foreign producer.” 

Alderman Turner took an entirely differ- 
ent view. 

““lhhere sems to be a movement in this 
town,” said he, ‘“‘to desecrate the Sabbath 
more and more every year. It is high time 
that we put a stop to it. I do not agree 
with the statement that it is the women 
who buy candy. Gentlemen buy it and give 
it to the women. It is not a necessity and 
should not be sold on the Sabbath. I move 
to table the ordinance.” 

Dr. Roy thought there wag no harm in 
selling candy on Sunday, and as a substi- 
tute moved to pass the ordinance. Alder- 
man Turner and Councilman Thomson pro- 
posed other amendments, when the chair- 
man stopped proceedings by ealling at- 
tention to the fact that the ordinance had 
never heen placed on second reading. 

After the paper had been read the second 
time, Councilman Hammond moved that 
it be adopted.

The city directory of Atlanta for the year 
1899, which will be the most complete pub- 
lication of the kind ever issued in this city, 
will be delivered today. 

The new directory is the twenty-third vol- 
ume and contains the names and addresses 
of 36,581 persons, firms and corporations, 
and the population, not including the con- 
tiguous tributary territory, is estimated at 
120,000, and, including this territory, 124,207. 

The alphabetical department of the direc- 
tory thas increased 57 per cent déver that of 
1898. The street or house and classified di- 
rectories show a corresponding increase.

THE CITY'S FUNDS 


Ordinance Introduced in Council for a 
Sinking Fund Commission. 


FROM FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Members Decide To Defer Action for 
Two Weeks. | 


PROVISIONS OF THE NEW ORDINANCE 


“Measure Calls for Appointment of 
Three Members To Serve Six, . 
Eight and Ten Years. 


— ) 


Chief among the important matters con- 
sidered by the general council yesterday 
afternoon was the ordinance introduced by 
the finance committee through its chair- 
man, Dr. Turner, providing for the estab- 
lishment of a sinking fund commission for 
this city. 

’ Council did not pass thé ordinance yes- 
terday afternoon, several members stating 
they desired to give the matter thorough 
consideration, and it was decided to defer 
action until the next meeting of council, 
two weeks hence. No objections were 
ghown to the measure; in fact, every one 
seemed to be in favor of it, but Councilman 
A. P. Thompson stated there were one or 
two provisions which he might oppose 


after looking over them. 

Dr. Turner and Alderman Rice made brief 
speeches on the subject, stating the com- 
mission was of the greatest importance to 
and that it should have been 


established twenty years ago. The prime 
object of the commission is, of course, to 
handle the municipal sinking fund so that 
revenue may be derived therefrom to the 


city. 
Following is the ordinance, which will in 
all probability be adopted at the next 
meeting of council with but few, if any, 
changes, and which fully explains the 
workings of the proposed commission: 

Whereas, the constitution of Georgia 
requires municipal corporatious issuing 
and selling their bonds after the adop- 
tion of said constitution to create a 

‘ sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of said bonds, and 

Whereas, the law of Georgia, as pub- 
lished in sections 758 to 761, inclusive, 
of the code of 1895, volume 1, empowers 
a city to create a commission for the 

management of sinking funds, and 

Whereas, in the judgment and discre- 
tion of the mayor and general council 

of the city of Atlanta, it is desirable 
and proper to create a sinking fund 
commission for the city of Atlanta; 
therefore, 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of At- 
lanta, That a sinking fund commission 
for the city of Atlanta is hereby created 
in conformity to the ldw of the state 
cited in the preamble of this ordinance, 
which commission shall be composed of 
three free-holders of the city of At- 
lanta, and of which the mayor and the 
chairman of the finance committee shall 
be additional and ex-officio members. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That the term of 
office of the electiva members of said 
commission shall be six, eight and ten 
years, the mayor and general council, at 
the time of electing the first members of 
said commission, to. designate which 
member elected shall hold each of the 
respective terms, and all vacancies .oc- 
curring by the expiration of the terms 
of the members first elected, shall be 
for terms of ten years, provided that 
any person who shall be a member of 
said commission shall vacate his office 
by ceasing to be either a free-holder or 
resident of the city of Atlanta. Vacan- 
cies occurring in said commission other- 
wise than by the expiration of the term 
of office, for which an elective member 
has been chosen, shall be filled by elec- 
tion by the mayor and general council 
for the unexpired term. The ex-officio 
members of said commission shall only 
hold during the term of their office as 
mayor or chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, respectively. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That it shall be the 
duty of the sinking fund commission to 

organize immediately after their elec- 
tion, immediately upon their organiza- 
tion to invest the funds now in the 
sinking fund of the city of Atlanta in 
interest bearing bonds of the city of 
Atlanta, of the state of Georgia, or of 
the United States of America, and after- 
wards to invest accretions to said sink- 
ing fund in the designated securities. 
All bonds bought by said committee 
shall be indorsed as follows: “‘This bond 
is the property of the sinking fund com- 
mission ofthe city of Atlanta, and is 
not transferrable except upon the order 
of said sinking fund commission.” 
Funds awaiting investment by the sink- 
ing fund commission shall be kept in the 
treasury of the city of Atlanta, or other 
designated depository of the city of 
Atlanta. No warrant drawn by sald 
sinking fund commission upon the treas- 
urer of the city of Atlanta shall be paid 
unless it is countersigned by the mayor 
of the city of Atlanta, nor shall any 
Warrant be drawn by said sinking fund 
commission upon the treasurer, or 
countersigned by the mayor, or paid by 
the treasurer, except to pay for bonds 
bought as an investment, as provided 
for in this ordinance. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That it shall be the 
duty of said sinking fund commission 
to require that.the mayor and general 
council shall at all times comply with 
the requirements of the ordinances 
now in force creating a sinking fund, 
and with any other ordinances that may 
be hereafter passed, enlarging said sink- 
ing fund. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained by the 
authority aforesaid, That the clerk of 
council of the city of Atlanta shall be 

‘ the clerk of said sinking fund commis- 
sion, and shall keep minutes of its pro-| 
ceedings, and that the treasurer of the 
city of Atlanta shall keep the accounts 
of said sinking fund commission on his 
official books as treasurer of the city of 

Atlanta, and shall receive, keep and ac- 

count for moneys of the city of Atlanta .

A meeting of the three committees having 
in charge the promotion of the state fair 
met yesterday morning in the office of 
Mayor Woodward. And Governor Northen, 
after receiving assurance of hearty sup- 
port from the members, formally accepted 
the proffered chairmanship of the joint 
committee, 

Beyond this, and the appointment of a 
sub-committee—which is called to meet in 
the mayor's Office at noon today—to discuss 
certain matters in regard to the fair, there 
was no official action of importance. The 
session was consumed by informal discus- 
sion regarding the outlook, and as to the 
best method ‘of procedure. 

Governor Northen addressed the commit- 
tees at length on this theme. He stated 
that he had been decided to accept the 
chairmanship by the pledges of co-operation 
and active assistance made him, and, now 
that he had done so, he would do all within 
his power to forward the enterprise. 

“To start this fair, and carry it to a 
successful conclusion,’’ he said, ‘“‘will re- 
quire a vast amount.of work—more, indeed, 
than any one of us, except myself—and I 
only know by experience—anticipates. If a 
am given all the assistance I need by the 
gentlemen of these committees, we can 
make the fair a success. But if not—well, 
it will be utterly impossible for amy one 
man to write the thousands of letters that 
will be necessary, and to personally call 
upon the many men who should be seen. 
But, being assured of your active help, 
there is no doubt that it will all be accom- 
plished, and the project carried to a suc- 
cessful end. 

Governor Northen then went on to ex- 
press his opinion of the value of state 
fairs in general, and this one in particular— 
if carried out along the lines already laid 
down. He said that, without meaning to 
reflect upon the expositions that had been 
held, he thought a big state fair would 
benefit the city and the state more than 
those shows. It was difficult to appreciate 
that fact, yet it was true, he declared, as 
any one who had made a study of the 
question would maintain. The state exhibit 
at Omaha was an instance in point. 
Among other benefits to be expected from 
the proposed fair, Governor Northen 
thought it would bring the farmers, and 
the manufacturers, ‘and all the various 
classes of the state into close touch with 
each other. A farmer will be enabled to see 
what his neighbor is doing—one county will 
be shown what the next has accomplished, 
and a spirit of generous rivalry be thereby 
engendered, which will make for the ad- 
vancement of the state. ' 

“T think,’? said Governor Northen in con- 
clusion, “this fair will be one of the big- 
gest and best things ever undertaken in 
this state, and it will be a great success if 
everybody will only do their part. 

“I do not think there will be any trouble 
to raise the $10,000 that thas been pledged. 
But the members of the committees must 
go to work and make an active canvass.’’ 

Several committees to secure subscrip- 
tions have already been appointed, and are 
now at work. No difficulty is anticipated 
in securing the necessary amount. A num- 
ber of. Atlantians subscribed as much as 
$10,000 apiece to the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition—a gift in fee simple. 
To subscribers to the fair fund, whatever 
remains unused after the fair will be re- 
turned to them. And itis very possible that 
the receipts from all sources will amount 
to $10,000, thereby enabling the management 
of the fair to return the full amount of 
the subscriptions. 

It was unanimously decided by the com- 
mittee that subscriptions would be payable 
as follows: Twenty-five per cent on de- 
mand, another 25 per cent on July Ist, if 
necessary, and the remainder, if needed, to 
be paid September Ist and November 4th. 

Just before the meeting adjourned, the 
following committee was named to meet 
today at 12.o0’clock in the office of the 
mayor.

PISTOL FOUND IN PRISON CELL 


A Mystery at the Police Barracks That 
Is Unsolved. 


THE WEAPON WAS ON A BUNK 
, 


Negro Convict Told About It Being in 
the Prison—May Have Been Con- 
cealed in a Bootleg. 


A large suggestive-looking old pistol was 
found in a cell at the police barracks yes- 
terday. 

Not very long ago a fine pistol was lost 
at the barracks, but this is the first time 
that one has been found behind the steel 
bars. 

How or when the upgly weapon got into 
the prison is what the police would like to 
know. The turnkeys search every pris- 
oner very carefully, and not @ man or wo- 
man is allowed behind the bars until it has 
been ascertained that he or she carries no 
weapons or instruments with which an es- 
cape can be effected. 

Yesterday morning a number of prisoners 
were tried in the police court, and when 
those unable to pay their fines had been 
transferred to the city stockade, an officer 
at the stockade telephoned the police Bar- 
racks that a negro had been overheard tell- 
ing another prisoner that he knew where 
there was a pistol in a cell at the barracks. 

When the prisoners were taken out of the 
cells for the afternoon session of the police 
court. Turnkey Crusselle searched everyone 
of them carefully. No pistol was found. 

_ “Search every nook and corner in every 
cell.” said the turnkey to the janitor, and 
when the search was made the janitor 
found a large pistol on one of the iron beds. 

The pistol was in a cell in a portion of 
the prison which is allotted to the “‘sleep- 
ers’’ or those persons who are given a bed 
for the night and against whom there are 
no cases. That is what causessthe affair 


to be so strange. 

The negro who says the pistol is his, was 
locked up in a cell where negro prisoners 
are kept. How he got the pistol to anyone 
in the sleepers’: department is a mystery. 

It is believed that the pistol was carried 
into the prison concealed Dy some prisoner 
in his bootleg, but when, cannot beedsaid. 

Tne pistol is now at the police barracks. 
If the negro convict proves itds his, he 
may be prosecuted for carrying concealed 
weapons, and he must admit the pistol was 
comcenion when he slipped it into the cell.

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“ROUND BALE AN ISSUE. 


Roads in the South Have a New Prob- 
lem To Face. 


| aa ASKED FOR LOWER RATES 


A Meeting of Officials Will Be Held in 
St. Augu@tine This Week To Con- 
| 4 sider the Matter. 


A meeting of the traffic officials of the 
roads in the south ‘will be held at St. Au- 
gustine on Thursday. One of the main ques- 
tions to come before the meeting is the pe- 
tition of the owners of the cylindrical bal- 
ing cotton compresses for concession in 
freight rates. — 

It is the common practice on most south- 
ern roads to include in the freight rate a 
charge for compressing. This charge varies 
from 8% cents per 10) pounds in Georgia to 
about 12 cents in Mississippi. Heretofore 
the cylindrical bale has had to pay this 
compress charge, although the bale had 
been compressed. In actual practice the 
cylindrical bale had to stand two com- 
press charges, because the roads do not de- 
duct anything from the freight rates on 
account of the cylindrical bale. 

There is a difference %f opinion amcng 
railroad men as to what concession, if any, 
Should be made to the round Lale. If a 
reduction .in rates equivalent to the com- 
press charge is allowed for the round bale, 
it will not be long before further con- 
cessions will be demanded. The Illinois 
Central is said to be largely interested in 
cylindrical baling compresses and does 
make @ difference in the rates between the 
round bale and the flat Lale. One or two 
roads east of the Mississippi are interested 
in the flat compresses, and they probably 
will oppose any larg concession to the 
cylindrical bale. 


MR. PAT CALHOUN’S SUCCESS. 


He Is Interested in Some Large Deals 
and Has Struck It Rich. 

News comes from Cleveland, O., the pres- 
ent home of Mr. Pat Calhoun, formerly of 
Atlanta, that he has been very fortunate 
recently in some of his law cases, and in 
carrying through some large financial deals. 

Mr. Calhoun was interested in the recent 
consolidation of the St. Louis street car 
lines, a transaction which involved a very 
large amount of money. He also put 
through the consolidation of street car 
lines in Pittsburg, and his fee as attorney 
in that case is said to have been $150,000. 
He is now interested in a number of large 
financial deals which promise to be highly 
successful. It is current talk in Cleveland 
that Mr. Calhoun has made something like 
$5,000,000 in the last three years.

SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 


Macon’s Complaint About Rates Will 
Probably Be Withdrawn. 

The state railroad commission received a 
telephone message yesterday from Macon 
stating that the complaint in regard to 
discrimination in freight rates will prob- 
ably be withdrawn. 

The Macon people were under the impres- 
sion that the commission would take vp 
their case yesterday or today, but after 
learning that it had been set for next Sat- 
urday, they telephoned that the discrimina- 
tions would probably be adjusted witrout 
recourse to the commission. 


GOT THE ROADS’ NAMES MIXED. 


A Drummer Was Responsible for the 
Mobile and Girard Report. 

A gentleman who took the trouble to 
trace the report that the Mobile and Gi- 
rard railroad had been bought by the South- 
ern railway, gives an interesting account of 
howe the story got’ out. 

It seems that a traveling man read in 
6ome daily paper that the Southern had 
acquired contro] of the Mobile and Ohio. 
A day or two later, in speaking of it to an 
acquaintance, he said that he had read that 
the Southern had bougiht the Mobile and 
Girard.

The defense seems to have 
waived his defect in the charge and it may 
be assumed that the court regarded the 
words heretofore quoted as mere surplus- 
age and the charge of murder to have 
been a charge under the fifty-eighth arti- 
cle of war, which provides for the trial of 
this crime by courtmartial in time of war. 
The first finding of the court was of man- 
slaughter. The record of the court was 
returned for corrections and it now re- 
tunrs a finding of not guilty of murder, but 
guilty of conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline. 

Under the cir¢umstances as shown in the 
evidence, if the accused was guilty of 
conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline the was guilty, to some 
extent at least, of the consequences flow- 
ing from that conduct. 

Under the evidence, however, it appears 
that the killing in this case was one of 
excusable homicide in defense of a brother 
who was in imminent danger. The find- 
ing of “conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline,”’ therefore, ap- 
pears to be inconsistent with a complete 
exoneration as to the homicide.

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RIGHT ATTACKED 


Georgia Northern Railroad Applies 
~ for Charter Already Granted, 


TWO LINES 10 FIGHT IT OUT 


Secretary of State Has Puzzling Problem 
on His Hands To Settle, 


THE ROUTE OF LINES IN DISPUTE 


Representative of Tifton, Thomasville 
and Gulf Railroad Claims That a 
Charter to Territory Applied 
for Has Already Been 

Granted. . 


An interesting !egal question will arise 
when the directors of the Georzia Northern 
railroad make formal] application to the sec- 
retary of state for a charter to extend 
their line from Moultrie, Ga., to Thomas- 
ville. The regular advertisement for the 
charter: has been made in advance in a 
Colquitt county paper and the formal ap- 
plication for the charter will be made be- 
fore Secretary of State Cook in the next 
few days. 

The legal representative of the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf railroad yesterday 
morning filed a protest against the grant- 
ing of the charter on the ground that a 
charter through exactly the same territory 
has already been granted to the company 
he represents. The attorney, in a commu- 
nication to the secretary of state, notifies 
him that in August, 1897, a charter was 
granted to W. W. Ashburn and others in 
the name of the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf railroad on the route from Moultrie 
to Thomasville, through the counties of 
Colquitt and Thomas and over the exact 
route outlined by the directors of the 
Georgia Northern railroad in their appli- 
cation for charter. 

Road Has Not Been Built. 

Aceording to the statement of the attor- 
ney for the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
railroad, the line for which a charter has 
been granted has not been built, but that it 
is the intention of the company to begin 
work on the roa@ in the near future. It 
is stated that several capitalists in the 
east have become interested in the pro- 
posed line and have agreed to financier the 
road. 

The attorney for the complaining road 
calis attention in his protest to an act 
passed in 1892 which prohibits one line from 
building within ten:miles of another paral- 
lel] line except at the terminus. This law 
applies, so it is stated, either to a line al- 
ready constructed or one that has been 
chartered. 

Malicious Intent Charged. 

The attorney of the Tifton, Thomasville 
and Gulf railroad declares in his jetter to 
the secretary of state that the directors 
of the Georgia Northern road are applying 
for a charter through the same territory 
as that already granted in order to throw 
a cloud over the prospects of the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf road, and thereby 
prevent the eapitalists interested in that 
line from financiering the construction of 
the line. 

On this ground the attorney asks the sec- 
retary of state, when the application for 
charter is made by the Georgia Northern 
railroad, to defer action until the persons 
interested in the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf road can be heard. 

Secretary of State Cook has been expect- 
ing the application for charter for the last 
two days and it is probable that it will 
reach him either today or tomorrow. His 
course thas been determined and he has 
decided, upon consultation with the attor- 
ney general, that if the application comes 
in legal form, that he will grant the char- 
ter. Secretary Cook takes the position 
that even if the charter asks for a route 
over exactly the same territory as that 
already granted by a former charter, that 
he has no right to refuse it. 

In his capacity as secretary of state, he 
claims that he cannot take evidence to 
show that the two lines propose to traverse 
the same territory, and such questions. of 
fact must be settled by a court of law after 
the charter has been granted. 

Before granting the charter, which is ob- 
noxious to the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf road, Secretary Cook will, he stated 
yesterday, grant a hearing to the attorneys 
for that road, but that he has no rigiht to 
hear evidence that tends to show that the 
two proposed lines ask for the same terri- 
tory through which to go. 

The position of the secetary of state is 
concurred in by Attorney General Terrell, 
and it is probable that if the application 
from the Georgia Northern railroad is pre- 
sented today that it will be granted at 
once, if found to be in legal shape.

York, for the plaintiff. 

A large number of representative mem- 
bers of the Atlanta bar were present t> 
hear the argument of the distinguished New 
York jurist. Judge Hornblower, in begin- 
ning, thanked the court in graceful terms 
for the courtesy of permitting him to ap- 
pear before it in the case before the tourt, 
since he was not a member of the Georgia 
bar. ‘His argumnt was one of the most 
forceful heard in this city in years. 

Judge Hornblower left yesterday after- 
noon soon after retiring from the court- 
room, for Richmond, Va., where he has an 
engagement to argue a case befote tne cir- 
cult court of that state. 


- Pension Commissioner Johnson stated 
yesterday that on next Monday he would 
begin the payment of pensions for the 
maimed confederate soldiers in the state. 

The veterans of Fulton county will re- 
ceive their pensions on next Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 14th, wpon receiving their certificates 
from the county ordinary. 

Pensions for the maimed are the last to 
be taken up, those for the indigent veterans 
having been finished some weeks, and 
the list of widows of confederate veterans 
in the pay of the state, nearly completed. 
The last pension willp robably be given 
out before the first of March. 


The division headquarters of the Southern 
railway at Birmingham, Ala., has request- 
ed the secretary of state to forward maps 
of four counties in Georgia through which 
the Southern passes and owns considerable 
extents of land. 

The four counties for which maps mre 
asked are Echols, Clinch, Ware and Charl- 
ton, and in each of these counties the road 
Owns considerable real estate. It is ru- 
mored at the capitol that the Southern 
railway expects to improve its property in 
these four counties, although on what line 
of improvement it is not known. 

‘The officials of the secretary of state’s of- 
fice were busily engaged yesterday in the 
preparation of the maps of the four coun- 
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ties, and they will be ready for the road in 
the next day or two. It is thought probable 
that the road will convert its land in these 
counties into farming property, although 
the definite meaning of the request for 
maps has not been ascertained. 


The Amilcolola Marble and Power Com- 
pany of Pickens ceunty has recorded with 
Secretary of State Cook an issue of $200,000 
worth of bonds, dated September 1, 1898, 
and payable September 1, 1918. The_appli- 
cation for the recording of the bonds was 
made through Colonel Z. D. Harrison, one 
of the officials of the company, yesterday 
morning. 


Secretary Blackburn, of the state tax 
commission, has received in the last few 
days a large number of shipments of tax 
codes from states in the union, to be used 
for distribution among the members of the 
tax commission. 

Some of the states the commission was 
in communication with, have notified the 
secretary that they have no consolidated 
tax code and that legislation on the sub- 
ject is confided to the general codg of the 
state. It has been found, however, that @ 
large majority of the states have separate 
tax codes. 

It {s the intention of the secretary to col- 
lect all the codes of the different states be- 
fore turning them over to the members of 
the commission, and he expects, before the 
end of the week, to receive nearly all the 
tax laws of the country in that shape. 

Particularly the states in the west have 
been prompt in responding to the request of 
the tax commission. 

By the last of next week all the tax codes 
that can be obtained for'the use of the 
commission will be in the hands of the 
members, and it is thought that with even 
that advantage the odds will be against the 
commission in its task of digesting the tax 
laws of all the states by the fourth Monday 
in June, the date set for the next session. 

General C. A. Evans, tn his capacity a8 a 
member of the prison commission, is par- 
ticularly interested in the progress of the 
state fair movement, and declares that 
never before was there such need for and 
advantage to be gained by such a fair, as 
at the present time.

People Along Chert Road Divided Over 
| Need of Carline. 


BEFORE BOARD THURSDAY 


Hot Fight Has Been ‘Precipitated and 
Petitions in Circe#lation. 


WHAT RESIDENTS OF EAST POINT SAY 


Believe Railroad Trains Can Furnish 
More Desirable Rapid Transit 
Than an Electric Line. 


When the board of county commissioners 
meets on Thursday morning to consider 
the petition of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company asking for fran- 
chises alone the East Point road the 
contest promises to be a very warm one. 

The committee on roads and bridges has 
already passed on the petition and report- 
ed favorably upon it to the board. The 
question came up for final settlement at 
the last meeting of the county board, but 
was postponed, as some of the residents at 
College Park and other places asked to 
be given timfe’ to prepare reasons, which 
they said were peculiar ones, why the 
franchises should not be granted. 

The Atlanta Railway Company will fight 
the granting of the franchises. Many resi- 
dents between Atlanta, Oakland and Ifort 
McPherson will present petitions favoring 
the proposed extensions. 

The petitions of the Consolidated asks 
that a franchise be granted it to eatend 
electrically equipped tracks over the chert 
road from the limits of the city of Atlanta 
to the limits of the city of Oakland, 

It ig presumed by residents beyond this 


point that the lines will be extended to* 


Fort MePherson and East Point. Jack 
Spalding stated at the last meeting of the 
county board that he would raise the point 
that the city of Oakland has no right to 
grant a franchise over the chert road, as it 
is a county institution. 
Many Petitions Circulated. 

Petitions are now being circulated against 
the granting of the franchises, Mayor 
Woods White, of College Park, appeared 
before the board an@ said that the people 
of that town did not want the franchise 
granted except upon certain corditions. 

There were parties who called at the 
office of the board. of county commissioners 
yesterday and asked for the retitions 
which were presented by the Consolidated 
at the hearing before the cemmittee on 
roads and bridges signed by residents along 
the proposed route asking that the fran- 
chises be granted. 

Mr. Kontz stated-that he could not allow 
the petitions to be taken out of the office, 
but cop'es were made and mvre signatures 


will be obtained. It is said taat petitions. 
of all kinds are being rapidly ciculated: 


over the western part of the cuiunty both 


‘for and against the granting cf the fran- 


chises. 

It 's claimed by one side that the other 
side is going into adjoining sounties to 
secure names to the petitions, and ‘t is 
said that residents of Fayette and Clayton 
counties have signed. | 

A contest will probably arise over these 
names, and: there are other contingencies 
that will make the contest red-hot. 

What the People Object To. 

It ts claimed by some of the rosidents of 
East Point that the majority of people 
do not want an electric line run to their 
town from Atlanta. They adinit it would 
be a benefit as far as pleasure goves, but 
would not be a good thing for business. . 

The Bast Pointers say that under the 
system of rapid transit given by the rail- 
roads they have much better accommeda- 
tions than they could obtain from aa elec- 
tric line. It is claimed that by the railroads 
they can travel from Atlanta to East Point 
and vice yersa in fifteen minutes; that the 
cars over the road are always warm and 
comfortable, and seldom crowded; tne fare 
is 5 cents, and the schedules often cnough 
for convenience. On the other hand, they 
say the railroad could not keep up the 
present service if it had the opposition of 
a car line; that the time -zequired to ¢0 
to and from the terminal points wohid be 
not less than forty minutes, and in printer 
it would not be so comfortable ds the 
trains. \ 

It is said that the railroad trains would 
be discontinued if the trolley cara ran in 
opposition to them and that as gseon as 
the trains are stopped the fare on the 
electric line might be raised to ten cents. 

It was said by a resident of Past Point 
yesterday that unless certain restrictions 
are placed on the Consolidated there were 
many residents who would fight the con- 
struction of a car line, 

Protection to the chert road is another 
claim that is set up by those cpposed to 
the car line.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


General H. V. Boynton, of Washington, 
president of the national Chickamauga park 
commission, came down to Atlanta yester- 
day morning from Chattanooga to confer 
with the Georgia state commission in refer- 
ence to fixing a date for the dedication of 
Georgia’s monument. General Boynton’s 
desires to have this done during the first 
week in May, simultaneously with the dedi- 
cation of the Kentucky monument. The 
commissioners of the Bourbon State sug- 
gested that a double ceremony ef the kind 
would be very pleasing to them. And, 
though the Georgia commissioners thave not 
yet had time to pass upon the question, it 
is altogether probable that the idea will 
meet the official approval of this state. 
Captain Everett, who is president of the 
Georgia commission, said yesterday, in a 
conference with General. Boynton, that he 
heartily favored the Kentucky suggestion, 
and would, as soon as possible, cal] the 
Georgia commission together, and lay the 
matter before them. 

“Georgia, by the way,” said General 
Boynton last night, “has the handsomest 
monument in the park. The base is a 
three-pointed granite star, at eath point of 
which is the figure of a solaier, cast in 
bronze, and life size. One figure repre- 
gents the infantry, another. tue artillery, 
and the third the cavalry. : 

“Brom the center of the base a granite 
shaft rises to a height of some eighty 
feet. This shaft.is eapped with the figure 
of a confederate color bearer dashing for- 
ward to the char This statue is also of 
bronze, and being of heroic proportions, 

rs life size when viewed from 
below.

completed shape. Some work, however, re- 
mains to be done. The government has 
expended on it a million dollars, in round 
figures, up to the present. This went for 
the purchase of the ground itself—the gov- 
ernment owns ten square miles in one 
block—and for .the laying of roads, and 
the marking of the Hines oceupied by the 
troops.

“The underbrush has all been cleared out, 
allowing a perfect view of the situation oc- 
cupied by the two armies, beyond that, 
however, nothing has been done to change 
the aspect of the battlefield from what it 
was during the great fight, 

“The encampment of the soldiers at 
Chickamauga did the park a great deal of 
good—so very much, in fact, that I feel 
amply repaid for all the damage inflicted. 
Indeed, there was scarcely any damage 
done, except in instances where the horses 
of the cavalry regiments gnawed the 
trees. And, as we have cut away the 
growth thus injured, and really improved 
the appearance of the landscape by so 
doing, I don't consider that to have really 
been damage. 

“As to the good effects upon the park 
arising from the encampment, they lie 
chiefly in the fact ther® has been solved for 
us the problem how the multitude of bare 
and rocky spots were to be covered with 
grass. The seed of the timethy hay fed to 
the horses has sprung up into a luxuriant 
growth; and, besides, the manure from the 
cavalry encampments has been sufficient to 
cover the entire ten: square miles with a 
thick and efficacious coating. So that now 
the field is all beautifully green, and espe- 
cially in the vicinity of the Georgia shaft, 
where it looks like a growth of winter 
wheat.”

JOHNSON SAID TO HAVE FOUR BONDS 


An Interesting Turn Whichi Will Prob- 


ably Lead to Interesting Develop- 

;} ments in the Case Was 

* Made Yesterday Af- 
ternoon. 


A new trial was granted yesterday in the 
case of County Administrator Banks 
against C. P. Johnson, for the recovery of 
seven Georgia state bonds, which it is al- 
leged by Banks were unlawfully taken by 
Johnson from the estate of J. A. McCau- 
ley. 

This is another chapter in the famous 
case of Banks against Johnson. The cir- 
cumstances are familiar to nearly every 
one, Johnson is now confined in the Tower 
awaiting trial at the March term of the 
Fulton criminal court, when he will answer 
to the charge of larceny after trust. : 

The new trial that County Administra- 
tor Banks has obtained is to try Johnson 
on a bail trover proceedim§ to recover the 
bonds. He has sold three of them, and it 
is presumed by Mr, Banks and his attor- 
neys, Arnold & Arnold, that Johnson has 
the four other bonds in his possession. 
Banks is administrator of the estate of 
McCauley by virtue of his official position 
as county official, 

The hearing yesterday afternoon took 
place before Judge Reid, of the first divis- 
fon of the city court. Alex King repre- 
sented Johnson and Reuben Arnold repre- 
sented Banks. No oral testimony was of- 
fered. Affidavits were rea@ from Adam 
Dutenhofer, who sold the three Georgia 
bonds that Johnson sold to other brokers, 
to J. W. Dickey, of Augusta, who notified 
the attorneys of Mr. Banks that the mis- 
sing bonds had been located. 

The affidavit of S. Barstow, who first 
talked to Johnson about selling the bonds, 
was. read. Also the affidavits of William 
Ellison, Charles W. McClellan and D. A. 
Boody, brokers of 24 State street, New 
York, who handled the bonds before they 
got into the hands of Dutenhofer and were 
sold to Dickey. 

Affidavits Presented. 

These affidavits told the same story—that 
Johnson sold the bonds to 8S. Barstow and 
that they saw the delivery of the property. 
The price given was about 112, and that 
Johnson said others could be bought for 
117. The numbers of the bpnds sold were 
24, 35 and &. By this means it was learn- 
ed that the bonds sold by Johnson were 
the ones belonging to the McCauley es- 
tate. 

An affidavit from Shepard Bryan was 
read. This tola of the manner in which the 
affiant traced the bonds and what happened 
between him and Johnson after the latter 
had been confronted by the truth, by un- 
deniable proof that he had sold the bonds 
and they were of the McCauley estate. 

The affidavit said that Bryan Was sent 
to New York to find out the truth about 
the bonds. That he went to the brokers 
who had handled them and hunted for 
Johnson, whom he found on the corner of 
Fourth avenue and Tenth street. He asked 
him about the bonds and Johnson asked 
who would get the bonds if they were plac- 
ed in Banks’s hands. The affidavit stated 
other facts that led to the arrest of John- 
son and his journey to Atlanta. 

As soon as Mr. Arnold finished reading 
the evidence, Judge Reid granted the new 
trial. The three bonds which were sold by 
Johnson are in the possession of Dickey, in 
Augusta. It is not known whether: these 
can be reclaimed for the estate, but the 
four which it is alleged are still in the 
possession of Johnson can be obtained, if 
the plaintiff is successful in the bail trover 
proceedings. Judge Reid did not set a time 
for the hearing, but it will come in tht 
regular order of business. 


‘Circumstances of the Case. 

The facts leading up to the new trial 
granted in the bail trover proceedings are 
very interesting and ‘“‘the case of the miss- 
ing bonds,” as it is known, has few paral- 
lels. 

In September, 1897, J. A. McCauley, a con- 
firmed drunkard, died at the Jackson hotel 
in this city. C. P. Johnson, a saloon keeper, 
had known him since he came here during 
the time of the late Cotton States exposi- 
tion in 1895. | 

McCauley owned the seven Georgia state 
bonds, and before he died he sent Johnson 
with an order to get the bonds from the 
Atlanta National bank. Johnson got the 
bonds, and, it is alleged, took them to Mc- 
Cauley, who gave, it is claimed by John- 
son, a receipt. This paper, it was charged 
by the attorneys during the first hearing 
of the bail trover proceedings, was not gen- 
uine. 

County Administrator Banks commenced 
to get together the estate of McCauley 
after his death, and when he asked John- 
son for the bonds the latter said he did not 
have them. The bail trover proceedings 
“were begun and on a hearing Johnson pro- 
duced the receipt. Judge Reid held that 
Johnson did not have the bonds. 

In a short time Johnson sold his saloon 
in this city an@ went to New York and 
opened a bar on the Bowery. He began ne- 
gotiations for the sale of the bonds and was 


successfu] in disposing of three of them. 
The news came to Georgia and Johnson 
was soon arrested. He was brought to 
‘Atlanta and indicted by the grand jury.

a Negro. 
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HAD A PRISONER AT THE TIME 


A Negro Arrested Who Is Believed To 
Be Guilty Person. 


WEISLOGLE’S WOUND MAY PROVE FATAL

The Affair Occurred at Peters Street 
Crossing Late Saturday Night. 
Harrison Was Arrested. 


Special Officer Adam Weislogle, who 
watches at night in the yards of the South- 
ern railroad, was stabbed by a negro Sat- 
urday night shortly before 12 o’clock and 
the officer now lies at this home at the point 
of death. 

About 11 o’clock Saturday night Officer 
Weislogle arrested a negro for loitering in 
the railroad yards. He walked with the 
prisoner as far as the Peters street cross- 
ing, where he sent in a call for a patrol 
wagon. While waiting for the wagon a 
negro came up and began to express an 
opinion about the arrest of the prisonef. 
He was told to go on and attend to his own 
business, but he declined to take the ad- 
vice and finally cursed the officer. 

Weislogle struck at the negro with his 
stick, and as. he did so the stick slipped 
from his hand and fell upon the ground. 
The officer stooped to regarn his stick, at 
the same time holding the prisoner with one 
hand. 

As he was in a stooping posture the negro 
who had interfered jumped upon him and 
drove a long, keen knifeblade into his back, 

Before Weislogle could rise the negro whe 
tried to kill him was gone. 

Weislogle was taken to his home by two 
citizens, who came up a few moments later, 
and a physician was summoned. 

It was found that the knifeblade had pen- 
etrated the kidneys and that the wound 
was extremely dangerous and might prove 
fatal. 

Yesterday morning Special Officer Harris, 
who works in the railroad yards with Weis- 
logle, made a search for the man who had 
stabbed Weislogle. He found a negro an- 
swering the description, who gave the name 
of Harrison Amos. The negro was locked 
up at police Larracks and paid on suspecion. 
Officer Harris says he has, he believes, 
enough proof to fasten the guilt on Amas. 

' Last night Officer Weislogle was reportec 
as being in a precarious condition.
